Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and specifically comprising the limitation of 
the funnel body portion having a concave portion formed around the yoke portion, the concave 
portion having a depth of 10 mm or more, the depth of the concave portion being a distance in a 
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direction of a bulb axis between a point on an outer surface of the funnel body portion closest to 
the neck portion in the direction of the bulb axis and a point on an outer surface of the concave 

portion farthest from the neck portion in the direction of the bulb axis in a first funnel section,

which is a cross-section containing the bulb axis and a point P s i lying closest to the bulb axis 
and on the outer periphery of the seal edge portion. 

Regarding claims 2-5, claims 2-5 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 .
